Schwartzkoppen 
for supplementary information, which 
showed that the original intelligence was 
incomplete and supplied by an incompetent 
person, not an artilleryman. The memd- 
randum to Colonel Schwartzkoppen asked 
for the firing manual, which must there- 
fore have been offered, and for the gradua- 
tion bar, which Bsterhasy had obtained 
from a friend and kept it. 

Had all these proofs existed against Drey- 
fus, how strong would have been the case 
for the prosecution, But their hypotheses 
were not even probable, while the theories 
of the defense were all supported by docu- 
ments culled from the secret dossier.

Test of American Engines. 

The test so absorbing the American and 
British railway locomotive builders is about 
to be tried on the Midland raiiway. The 
test arises out of the complaint against the 
directors of the Midland and the Great.

‘New Armor Plates Tested. | 
_ Interesting experiments with new armor 
plate for warships have just concluded 
at Shoeburyness, at the mouth of the 
Thames. The outer:plate, six inches thick, 
fe made of the best steel backing, consist- 
ing of a special composition, the nature of 
which is being kept a secret. The new 
plates were fired at with 350-pound project- 
les at a djstance of-200 yards, with black 
powder. The armor plate was, after sev- 
eral shots, found to be practically unin- 
, the shot being in some instances re- 

d to powder by the force of impact 
with the cordite. It was found that the 
outer plate could be penetrated three inches, 
and under certain circumstances the shot 
went right through, but the severest tests 
failed to crack the plate. In naval warfare 
the hole made by the shot below the water 
line can always be plugged up, but cracked 
and split armor plates necessitate dry- 
docking and new plates. When two shots’ 
were fired simultaneously, hitting a plate 
two feet apart, there» was still no sign of
